today after an absence of about a 
week, during which time he conferred 
with President Wilson regarding the 
best way to control the waters of the 
Mississippi system 
with a view of 


preventing future disastrous 
floods, 
and with congressmen on this and 
other subjects. 
"I was well pleased with the posi- 


tion the president took on the ques- 
tion of flood prevention," said Go\ 
ernor Cox. "He has the same idea 
many 
other 
people have as to the 


urgent need of action which will pre- 
vent a repetition of the disaster which 
occurred 
because of floods a short 


time ago." 
When asked whether he discussed 


political patronage with President Wil- 
son, Governor Cox said he only men- 
tioned one man, and that was J. H. 
Dowling of Dayton, for collector of 
Internal revenue of the Cincinnati 
district. The governor said he did not 
know what chances Mr. Dowling stood 
of landing the place. -

Suffragette in London 


Operated on for 


Appendicitis.

London, May 16.—The militant suf- 


fragettes campaign of placing "bombs" 
in public institutions to coerce 
the 


government into granting the parlia- 
mentary franchise to women was CM*- 
ried on in several quarters of London 
and the provinces today. 


A workman-like canister of explo- 


sives with a clockwork attachment was 
found in the Rotherhithe public li- 
brary in southeast London this morn- 
ing. It was labelled "Votes for wo- 
men." 
According to belief in some 


quarters it was placed there by a man. 
Indeed, the police suspect many men 
having been engaged by the officers 
of the militant suffragettes society for 
this work. 


Another machine was found today 
in the letter box of the Wandsworth 
district postofflce fn southwest Lon- 
don. It consisted of a glass tube con- 
taining fluid. 
A partly burned fuse 


was attached to one end. The police 
declare the bomb was apparently set 
there by militant suffragettes. 
Still another canister of explosives 


with partially burned fuse was found 
at Trinity church at Hastings, a pop- • 
ular watering place, where the mili- 
tant, suffragettes have been most act- 
ive Sifring tfie past week. A defeat 
has been inflicted in the matter of sus- 
pension of the militant suffrage news- 
paper, "The Suffragette." 


After Archibald Bodkin, counsel lor 


the treasury, had announced that the 
government would prosecute any one 
printing the newspaper in the future, 
the labor press and some of the liberal 
newspapers, which 
are 
the 
news- 


papers which are the strongest sup- 
ports of suffrage, insisted this was an 
infringement of the liberty of 
the 


press. 


The former 
Socialist member of 


parliament, George Lan^bury, and the 
Socialist member, James Keir Hardis, 
offered personally to undertake 
the 


publication ot the paper, but the suf- 
fragettes 
declined the 
offer 
witl* 


scorn. 


Thereupon the home office issued a 


statement declaring that Mr. Bodkin's, 
pronouncement had 
been 
miscon- 


strued and that, the Women's Social 
and Political union or any publisher 
could issue "The Suffragette" so long 
as it did not contain any incitements 
to crime. 


The special interest taken hy the 


labor party in the question of "Tha 
Suffragette," was aroused because the 
labor newspapers frequently come into 
collision with the government. 


This week's number of "The Suffra- 


gette" appeared today and was freely 
circulated.

The anecdote is tjpical 
of Alcib- 


iades' life story. He was born 4)0 B C, 
of ancient and noble family, had good 
looks, wealth and genius 
He might 


have risen to aluiobt any height But 
there was about him a "queer streak," 
a demon of perversity that was ever 
leading him to throw away his golden 
chances 
and to 
commit 
needless 


crimes and follies 


Greece in those days was in 
its 


glory. 
It was split up into several 


dependent 
and 
semi independent 


states, of which Athens and 
Sparta 


were the chief. 
Athens was noted 


for its art. 
education and culture; 


Sparta for its courage and stern sim 
phcity". 
The two were deadly rivals 


Persia, the great nation to the east- 


ward, was ever seeking to destroy 
both. 
Athens and Sparta were dem 


ocracies in the stiongest sense of the 
word, the voice of the people always 
ruling the state 
(This did not pre- 


vent shrewd politicians ruling the peo- 
ple any more than it does nawadays.) 


Alcibiades started life as a pupil ol 


the wise old .philosopher Socrates The 
two were dear friends, each having 
saved the others life in battle 
Yet 


Socrates coulS-not turn his pupil from 
vice and g-tyetj, nor induce him to 
follow wisdom lather than pleasure 
So the young millionaire s 
extrava 


gance soon became the scandal 
of 


Greece. 
He paraded the streets in 


rich perfumed robes of purple, laden 
down with jewels, carried a shield ol 
ivory and gold^hen he went to "war, 
and set the fashion in dress and dis 
sipation to all the idle youth of the 
city. 


Yet Alcibiades was a gallant • and 


crafty soldier, a brilliant statesman 
and (in spite of the fact that he stain 
mered and that he could not pro- 
nounce the letter "R") a fiery orator 
His brains and his liberality raised 
him high in the people s favor. Then 
it was that his perversity made him 
unlucky. 
For example, he wanted an 


alliance between Sparta and Athens 
Yet when Nicias, his rival, secured txiat 
alliance instead of himself, Alcibiades 
persuaded the Athenians to break with 
Sparta. 


He planned to make Athens ruler 


of all Greece. 
As an early step in 


this in 415 B 
C. he planned an 


expedition against Sicily, and had him 
self chosen commander of it 
It was 


the chance of a lifetime. But he spoil 
ed that chance On the eve of the cam- 
paign Alcibiaaea went on an all night 
spree with some wild companions 
Next morning all the sacred busts of 
Hermes (guardian god of the state s 
democracy), erected here and there 
through the city, were found hideously 
mutilated 
As Alcibiades had already 


won a name for sacrilege, the blame 
was (rightly or not) laid to him 
He 


was allowed to start on theexpeidition 
but was almost instantly recalled to 
stand trial for the outrage 


Instead of coming back to Athens 


to clear himself, he ran away, declai 
ing he wouldn t trust him own mother 
in a matter of such importance as a 
life-and-death trial. 
In his absence he 


was convicted and condemned to die 
This did not greatly trouble him, for 
he fled to Sparta. There he betrajed 
all of Athens secret plans and tiled 
to stir the Spartans to war against the 
Athenians. He also curried favor by 
pretending to lead the simple, severe 
life of Sparta 
But the chiefs of the 


Spartans plotted to kill him, so he fled 


He was now hand and glove with 


the enemies of Greece, and became 
famous in Persia's Service. 
But after 


a time Tissaphernes took offense at 
his behavior and tried to murder him 
Alcibiades escaped 
Through sheer 


cleverness he persuaded the Athenians 
to pardon him and to take him back 
into favor 
\s?am he found himself 


leader of the irmies of Apiens 
And 


again through mischance or perversity 
he threw awnv his luck. 
He was de- 


prived of command, and after various 
adventures si irted, In 404, to Persia 
to try his tortune at the court of that 
country. 
On the way he stopped at 


one of his country estates In the night 
the house -was «et aflre by his enemies. 
As he rushed out, sword In hand, he 
was pierced 
l>y a dozen arrows and 


fell dead in tho courtyard of the blaz- 
ing building

—iTouits.es of long drawn out debates 
lu the sennte, not only for the purpose 
of discussing but for dolaj ing the I'u- 
derwood tariff bill, should not be tak- 
en too seriously. If such delay occurs 
It may be set down as having encour- 
agement from a group of Democrats 
who do not want the bill to pass un- 
less materially amended. 
If there Is 


a sincere majority for the tariff bill 
in the senate it will be debated only 
a reasonable length of time—that is, 
reasonable for the senate. 


When the Wilson bill was in the sen- 


ate twenty years ago there was a 
group of Democrats who did not want 
it to pass. Some of them were deter- 
mined to secure amendments affecting 
protected industries, and the Republic- 
ans were encouraged to talk as long 
as they could. Protracted debate forced 
amendments. That may happen again. 


A Different Lineup. 


But there Is a much different lineup 


_now 
from twenty years ago. Cleveland 


had split his party on the money ques- 
tion and did not have the power which 
Wilson holds over this congress. More 
than that, there Is no such strong 
group as Gorman, Smith, Brice, Mur- 
phy, 
Hill and a few others who forced 


changes in the Wilson bill. 


But what is more important is that 


the senate will meet a much different 
set of men in the house from twenty 
years ago. Underwood is suave, gen- 
tle of .manner, but hard as a rock. He 
cannot be tired out, nor can he be 
forced to surrender. The senate will 
find that good reasons must be given 
for any changes which have been 
made in a bill indorsed by a house 
with such a tremendous Democratic 
majority. 


"Applause" Editing. 


There are men in congress who edit 


in the word "applause'1 in their speech- 
es, but oftentimes there is a real treat 
In the •way of a speech and the ap- 
plause is generous and often. 
So it 


happened that Congressman Hamilton 
of Michigan made a speech full of hu- 
mor and containing many good points 
from his party standpoint; con^equent- 
ly the Republicans were liberal in their 
approval. 


It is a strange fate tliat Hamilton's 


speech has been singled out as one in 
which he sprinkled "applause" and 
'•laughter" so liberally as to provoke 
unfavorable press comment. Hamilton 
Is one man who seldom speaks, but 
when he does there is something worth, 
while.

HIEROGLYPHICS IN OLD CAVE.

He will head a party of Univer- 
sity of Utah professors on a tour of 
investigation. 


The cave is located in the mountains 


near Promontory point, eighteen miles 
from Ogden, and probably never has 
been visited by wbite men, as the sur- 
rounding country Is a bleak desert. 
The front chamber of the series is 75 
by 150 yards, 41 feet high, and the 
walls bear pictures of Indians, crudely 
drawn. 


There is an Indian legend current in 


this locality to the effect that a great 
battle was fought years ago between 
tribes near the point the vanquished 
having disappeared in a cave.
